MANY. 
President Harding is reported to have 
submitted a draft of the proposed peace 
treaty between the United States and Ger- 
many to the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate on Tuesday and to have re- 
ceived their unanimous approval of the doc- 
ument as it is written. While the terms 
have not been made public, it is evident 
that this country has surrendered sone of 
the rights which it would have enjoyed un- 
der the Versailles Treaty, else it would not 
have met with the unanimous indorsement 
of the Senate committee. 
Cables from Berlin carry the information 
that the draft of the treaty has already 
passed upon by the Cabinet and that 
German commissioners have been em- 
powered to affix their signatures thereto. 
President Harding proceeded with com- 
mendable caution in submitting the docu- 
ment to the inspection of the Senators be 
fore formally approving it himself. Once 
ithe treaty is signed the text cannot be ab 
tered except by the consent of the German

One concession alone seems to have been 
made to make the way smoother for the 
German government; it is reported that 
the new treaty contains no reference to 
German responsibility for the World War. 
Our commissioners are said to have asked 
for this reference in the beginning, but to 
have withdrawn the request in the interest 
of harmony. 

We must not be lulled. into a false 8. 
curity, however, by the action of the pres 
ent German government. The Versailles 
Treaty is viewed with deep hatred by the 
unrepentant German people. They would 
seize upon any pretext to repudiate it; and 
if they should ever be in a position to do 
so we may be certain that they will repu- 
diate their treaty with this country at the 
same time.
